Steps of Progress Through One Hundred — 
Years. 


REV. STEPHEN BADIN 

Father Badin was born in Orleans, France, July 17, 
1768. He made a part of his studies for the priesthood 
under the Sulpicians in his native city. The French Revo- 
lution closed the Seminary before Mr. Badin had com- 
pleted his course of study, and the Bishop of Orleans had 
taken the oath of allegiance to the revolutionary govern- 
ment. Not wishing to receive orders at the’*hands of such 
a Bishop, young Badin left France for America, and 
reached Baltimore, March 28, 1792. After a. year’s fur- 
ther preparation, he was ordained priest by Bishop Car- 
roll on May 25, 1793. This was the first ordination of a 


After his ordination, Father Badin studied English 
at Georgetown College for a few months, until Bishop 
Carroll sent him, with Father Barrieres, to minister to 
the missions of Kentucky. The two priests left Baltimore 
on foot, September 6, 1903, for Pittsburgh, whence they 
descended the Ohio river to Maysville, then Limestone, 
where they landed and proceeded again on foot to Lexing- 
ton. There Father Badin offered the Holy Sacrifice of the 
Mass for the first time in Kentucky on Sunday, December 
1, 1793, at the house of an Irish settler, Dennis McCarthy. 

He worked in Kentucky for over twenty-five years. 
During a great portion of this time he was alone to min- 
ister to the scattered Catholics in Kentucky, and in the 
midst of these labors he did not neglect the temporal in- 
terests of the Church. He secured the title to Holy Cross 
Church, the first church in Kentucky, to the land on 
which the Convent of Loretto stands, to the farm of St. 
Thomas, to the site of the first church in Louisville, to 
that of Our Lady at Portland, and many others -through- 


The years from 1819 to 1828 he spent in France, and 


to the Indians. In 1830 he secured title to a tract of land 
in Northern Indiana on the St. Joseph fiver, where stood 
the Indian mission of St. Mary of the Lakes. From this 
center Father Badin attended an extensive range of mis- 
sions in Indiana and Michigan for the Pottawatomie In- 
dians and the scattered whites. His principal station was 
among the Indians at Silver Creek, Mich., where there 
was a large band of Catholic Pottawatomies under Chief 
Pokagon. With these Father Badin made his home for a 
time, while DeSeille remained at St. Mary’s. After Father 
DeSeille’s death in 1837, Father Petit, a Kentucky priest, 
succeeded him and remained at St. Mary’s until the re- 
moval of the Indians west of the Mississippi in 1840. 
Father Petit accompanied his Indian children and died 
in their midst. His remains were brought back to Notre 
Dame and repose beside those of Father DeSeille. 

In the late thirties Father Badin was again in Ken- 
tucky, and in the early forties he was4aboring in Chicago 
and at the same time visiting his old missions of St. 
Mary’s of the Lakes. Only a remnant of the Indians re- 
mained at Silver Creek, in Cass county, Michigan, about 
twenty-five miles from St. Mary’s. These were under a 
petty chief, Topash, and removed about 1860 farther 
north in the Michigan peninsula. 

In 1842 Father Badin went with Father Sorin to St. 
Mary’s of the Lakes, and.soon afterwards transferred his 
title of the land to the Fathers of the Holy Cross. From 
that time forward the history of Our Lady of the Lake, 
or Notre Dame, is well known. The Fathers, during the 
first years of their establishment, attended to all the 


Father Badin’s subsequent life was spent partly in 
Kentucky and partly in Indiana and Ohio. He died in 
Cincinnati, April 21, 1853, and was buried in the crypts 
of the Cathedral beside his friend, Bishop Fenwick, the 


His remains were transferred to Notre Dame, where 
they rest beside those of his co-laborers in the missions 
to which he gave his last effective years, and his tomb is 
singularly expressive of his whole life’s work, for it is a 
representation of the little log chapel in which he offici- 
ated at St. Mary’s of the Lakes.

Catholic effort in Alaska begins with 
‘its cession by Russia to the United 
States. During the years that imme-' 
diatley followed, a handful of devoted 
priests, Jesuits and Oblates of Mary'| 
Immaculate, brought in the first fruits 
of the new mission field. But the true 
history of Catholic effort in Alaska 
begins with Archbishop Charles John 
Seghers, Archbishop of Oregon, and 
protomartyr of the Antarctic, 

The life story of this noble prelate,

THE STUDY CLUB 


There is a passionate thirst for information in our day. 

People are going to schoo! as long as parents, at great sacri- 

fice, can send them. They are taking University Extension 
courses at home, or attending Night School, or patronizing 
Correspondence Schools. Yet from month to month, new 
4 problems arise which demand the study of government, of 
| political parties, of sociologists, of schoolmen; and often 

| these problems concern the working man. 


Most people who are interested in the solution of these 
problems look for the same in the daily press or the monthly 
magazine. The vast majority of the people, however, do not 
seem to bother themselves much about them. Often they 
must be met by the Church, because they have a moral 
aspect. The editors of our daily papers, with no background 
of religious training, or of sound philosophy, are incom- 
petent to decide these questions. 


Our Catholic people will be better able to solve them 
than any other group after they will have become acquainted 
with the Catholic principles on whose solution their correct- 
ness or their falsity is usually easily determined. 


Evidently the Catholic man or woman, occupied with 
the heavy duties of daily life, will not keep posted, unless 
he or she has an opportunity of attending meetings where 
these problems are discussed. 


Meetings held onee'a month would not be too far apart 
for the study of current events only. But there are in every 
parish some who are ifterested in industrial problems, in 
matters pertaining to social welfare, or legislation. There 
are others interested in the study of art, or in becoming 
better grounded in their religion. 


‘The men in the several parishes in a city could meet at 
a Community Center, or some central place, for the study 
and discussion of matters in which they, representative citi- 
zens, should be well versed. 


Our school education was intended as a means for per- 
sonal success in life, or for most people as a means of earn- 
ing a decent living. Education must always be regarded as 
a means rather than as an end, and it, therefore, never is 
completed with the graduation exercises whether of the 
High School or College or University. People must always 
continue studying if they would have an intelligent compre- 
hension of the problems with which we must all cope. 

Every one finds time to read, but not every one uses 
discretion in the selection of reading matter. He or she who 
would contribute anything to others or to country will never 
succeed if his or her reading is confined mostly to magazine 
stories and novels. Their purpose is to entertain rather 
than to instruct, and their writers are seldom competent to 
instruct. 

We have Catholic magazines which are very informa-

This 
is false reasoning and the philosophy 
to which it gives birth cannot but be 
false. Deny that ideas are founded on 
reality and you are but a step from 
denying the existence of God.”
